Message from the Director
Invitation to Compete for "Seed Funds"

I am pleased to inform you that the Ames Technology Partnerships Office (TPO) has 
identified an excellent funding opportunity.  The "Partnership Seed Fund Call for 
Proposals - 2006" provides a vehicle by which our research community can obtain "bridge" 
funding to enable larger partnerships and development efforts to occur in conjunction with
non-NASA partners, NASA programs and projects, and NASA field centers. 

Proposals are limited to a maximum of 5 pages and will be approved by the Ames Technology 
Partnerships Office in conjunction with an in-house selection committee before they are 
submitted to the Innovative Partnerships Program at Headquarters.

Proposals are due to the Ames TPO by Wednesday, September 6, 2006, COB.

The criteria for consideration include:
-- Proposal is based around a technology that will benefit one or more NASA Mission 
Directorate(s), and, ideally, enables or enhances a planned or existing NASA mission.
-- Proposal has Mission Directorate(s) buy-in and support (e.g. letters of support from 
the Mission Directorate are encouraged).
-- Proposal engages at least one external, non-NASA partner, at least one Ames 
technical/research group, and the Ames Technology Partnerships Office.
-- Proposal has at least matching resources (funds or in-kind contributions) from an 
external partner and, ideally, additional matching funds (or in-kind contributions) from 
other NASA sources (Mission Directorates, Program, Projects), and/or partners.

Additional criteria that will enhance probability of success are:
-- Proposal involves collaboration with another NASA field center or centers;
-- Proposal addresses multiple Mission Directorate needs; and
-- Proposal builds upon prior NASA research, including that resulting from the SBIR/STTR 
program(s), and/or that enables transition to SBIR level III activity.

The Seed Fund anticipates awarding approximately 40 projects; with each NASA center 
limited to no more than eight (8) proposal submissions.  Project awards will range from 
$50K to $250K (IPP Seed Fund portion) with required matching cost- sharing from non-NASA 
partners and, in the best cases, further contributions from NASA Programs and Projects.
